Flat Feet* 

Tho chief surgeon of the Swiss Federal 
army declares that the Swiss examining 
surgeons are compelled to reject every 
year 800 recruits— the strength of a bat- 
talion— for malformation of the foot re- 
sulting from wearing badly-fitting shoes. 
The human foot is in realii.y nl>ow so 
elastic that at every step it expands and 
contracts, lengthens and shortens. A 
line drawn through the renter of the 
great toe should intersect the heel. But, 
despite all the books which have ever 
been Written on the anatomy of the organ 
in question, those whose business it is to 
cover it act as if the foot were a solid 
piece of mechanism. Thev cabin, crib

How long the days were! 

Day after day l^*had lata there, weak, 
aoBenog, patient, endarinr all things, 
and rawaraing all care wiui a look ^ 
tender gratitude, a faint hand-pre^^wfCt 
now and then a word of thanks. .

She felt Bay 
after day more deeply the loss of her 
life; she fathomed its meaning; sbe 
knew it past repair; in the langu.age 'of 
Scripture, she "refused to be comforted. ' ' 
Her children were rosy, careless, haopv. 
and in heahh— they had their schcH>raiid 
their etnnrade-: but she had made few 
friends in Saleni since they W'»nt there 
to live, at the time she married Mr. 
Seymour. Sho was not a women of 
broatl nature, and yet she was intense. 
She hail all .she wanted or needed in her 
husband's atl'ection and society — even

The furor amoii;r li,.}, fancy fanners 
for fancy live stock b:is some absunlities 
about it, and yet it i-. on the whole, ex- 
erting an intlueiice v. ry welcome to all 
who Would SI-,- farming advanced, iiar- 
ticularly in the direction of pleasure and 
proiit. Not many pursuits are tlior- 
ougtily protiuible unless they are loved 
ami <'nj oyed, and the breeilimr of jnj. 
proved stock generally calls out am-iQ^,; 
admiration and makes him something' of 
an enthusiast. He likes to handler to 
look at and to talk about his .stock, and 
when that is the case he doesn't see 
(juite as much of the dark side of farm- 
ing. An animal, or even a chicken, can 
be petted more naturally than a field, a 
froii tree, or any other inanimateobject. 
A farmer may put titira house «r « barn 
that may be his pri<le. or lay out and 
plant a lawn that alwavs pfeaiJes. .ind 
j'ct he cannot pet it as he would an ani- 
mal beantifiil in form and colorsnd with 
eyes of speaking intelligence. And t!ie 
more things one has to lulmire or love 
about one s home the harder it is to 
break from its association.s. 

On the contrary, ptxtr stoik rather 
disgusts. We feel* no priile in it It re- 
flects no credit upon us, and .so it tempts 
to more neglect than admiro^on. It 
brings neither pn>lit nor plea.suie.

It fg ntH 
good busmess to guess at the opst of a 
crop, or to conclude that becaqse your 
great-^jandfather raised it therefore vou 
can wisely raise it. It is not good busi- 
ness not to know what are the annn.il 
sales and expenses, nor to sneer at an 
annual inventory as a ■•foolish notion." 
So it is not goo«l bu-ine-s to let one's 
farm run down in f.-rtility on the o-roiind 
that mannn! is lacking anii tliat in^ -nnot 
be bonarht proiit :ibly. " Tli.> w;i\ i,, ,i , is 
to keep stock. If the ne.-, --:ii-v i-anital 
is really wantin<r. it in;iy be a lame, 
wretched sort of farming which is' fol- 
lowed, but it is not business farniin"- by 
any means.

In nearly every ca-e. mil. -s th-- 
misehief slioilhl Vm» very el. arly e\ 
hibited elsewhere, it would be advi-aMo 
t<j remove the shoe: the foot should then 
be ]iairc.l out, to ascertain if there be 
any wdund or biHise in it. '1 he nail 
holes should be carefully examined aud 
pressed with pincers, or gently struck 
with a hammer, to discover any symn 
toms of tenclemcss; the heels of tlie sole 
should \n: pared down, and the parts 
struck trcnlly with a hammer; this is 
preferable to pressing the bar ami crust 
with the pincers, as is usually done, fi^r 
this often produces pain in some feet, 
when there is no disease, and often fails 
in c:iusing pain in others, when there if 
a dee|i-seated corn. 

After paring awhile, the smith will 
very probably say there is no corn; bul 
we most not be satisiicd until we have 
pared almost to the quick. If the horse 
Ik- very lame from a corn, he will :ilmosl 
always favor the foot; but in so doing he 
will n<it. however, extend hi- linili out,

It will seldom be nccess;irv to gc 
through these various manipulationj 
.scri:itim; we may sometimes jioimcc 
upon the seat of lameness at once, and 
very often detect it after a moilerate ex- 
amination; but there are cases that 
will demand our utmost attention and 
experience, and will often put to a se- 
vere test the professional talents and 
tact even of the most skilled veterina- 
rian. 

Horses sometinn - exhibit a .slighl 
l;imene«s imnicdi:it<'ly :ifter being shod, 
though <yiite sound before. Such cases 
m:iv ar:",e from the -ie-,- being ti:iih-d on 
to<j tight, ,inil are ofteu relieved \<y re- 
moving the shoe and re-apjil.v ing it more 
"cntlv: this lameness most freiiuently 
occurs in horses with very thin horn, 
and is ascert:iined by the manner in 
which it comes on, and the absence of 
anv other visible causes. The shoe in 
such a case may al.so have an improper 
bearing, pressint^ scM-rely on we:ik sp<its 
or on tlie sole or heels; or the heels or 
sole may have been parcil too much, or 

unevenly. 

Perstms unaecustom. d to horses, will 
more frequently iiroii , ;ih . the wrone; 
limb than the right in citses of slight 
lamenes-s. The cause of their blundei-s 
mav then be easily explaineil. They 
perceive that a horse drops the moment 
one fofJt comes to the ground', and they 
immediately conclude that that must be 
the lame one, fancying that he drops 
f n)m the pain received when it meets the 
e^ri und; whereas the fact is, he treads as 
b'ditlv as he can on the lame foot, and 
bears hiilwhole weighton the sound one.
